BLOOD OF CHRIST. 

Not long since while in Indiana I heard a sermon on 
the text, “Whom do you say I, the Son of man, am?” 
Good text. 
was aman, nota sham man, but truly a human being 
just like his hearers. Then he took much pains to 
prove he was God—‘the only true God.” Having put 
his evidences before the people, and feeling that he had 
established the idea that Jesus is the God-man, he was 
not forgetful of the Socinians, Unitarians, and Univer- 
salists, and closed with special use of all in favor of the 
atonement. If Jesus is not God, the blood is power- 
less and Jesus is false. Of course the preacher ‘has a 
right to his opinion; and after he has given it, his hear- 
ers have an equal privilege of referring to it. Let us 
examine it a little. 

1. Jesus does not praise Peter for saying, “I, the Son 
of man,” am a God-man, but for saying, ‘“‘Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the God.” 

2. Jesus nowhere says he is God-man or man-God. 
Swedenborg says, “Divine Humanity,” or first man and 
then God. But we, as a people, making the Bible our 
rule of faith and practice, have no use for these terms, 
neither has the church of God. If God wished these 
terms he would have given them. 

3. The atonement was not made on the cross if Paul 
is correct. He says, “Now, then, we pray you in 
Christ’s stead be ye reconciled—atoned—to God.” The 
atonement—reconciliation—between God and us can not 
be by proxy. We must be present as one party and 
God as the other party. In other words, John Jones 
could not be reconciled—atoned—to God eighteen hun- 
dred years before he was born. Hence the atonement 
between God and man is progressing, and is now being 
made, :

We think that any Christians of any nation or creed 
have an inalienable right to organize on this New Tes- 
tament basis regardless of private opinions, and that 
churches thus organized on the New Testament plan 
are pleasing to the Lord, and have the right to appoint 
| their own officers and manage their own affairs inde- 

pendent of any pope or ecclesiastical authority what- 
ever. ‘ 
| As Christians we take the name of our divine Savior 
—not invidiously, but fraternally, as a name of union, 
which alone embraces in one general brotherhood the 
whole family of God; and we esteem as Christians all 
who sincerely follow the Lord Jesus Christ and obey 
his word, and welcome them to our fellowship, bap- 
tism, or communion, without requiring them to give 
up their own or .to adopt our opinions, to ain 
that such general principles are in perfect accord with 
the teaching of Christ, and will bring all to that evan- 
elical faith which existed at first and has alone ever 
Seen received by the general church. 

We enjoy and love this union in Christ on the Bible, 
and the freedom which it brings—‘‘freedom to worship 
God.” We organize New Testament churches and in- 
vite all to share our freedom with us, being assured 
'that the New Testament form of the church is most 
pleasing to its Founder, and that where love prevails 
no bonds of men can be stronger or be more acceptable 
to God. But whether you walk with us or with others, 
we commend all faithful workers to God, and invite 
you to our communion as co-workers with us for Christ 
and the world’s salvation.

After the fall of man, and under the law, it way 
found that by the deeds of the law could no flesh liv. 
ing be justified. None could be thus qualified to ip. 
herit the kingdom and reign with Christ, the seconq 
Adam. The trial of the Jewish nation demonstrated 
the fact “that flesh and blood’’—that is, men in the 
flesh, in natural bodies, can not by obedience to the 
law obtain associate dominion with the second Adam 
or “inherit the kingdom of God.” But Christ must 
have a cabinet of kings and priests to be associated with 
him in the future government of the world; and hence, 
“what the law could not do in that it was weak through 
the flesh,” is effected by “God in sending his own Son, 
in the likeness of sinful flesh, and on account of sin, 
condemning sin in the flesh,” for he was made a sin- 
offering for us, that through faith in his name we might 
be justified, forgiven, and obtain the adoption of sons, 
according to the riches of his grace, and receive the 
spirit of adoption, crying, “Abba, Father; the Spirit 
itself bearing witness with our spirit that we are the 
children of God; and, if children, heirs; heirs of God, 
and joint heirs with Christ.” 

All believers are to be heirs with Christ in the do- 
minion of the world; all are to be kings and priests 
unto God; all are to reign with Christ on the earth 
during the millennium, and hence al] that are dead 
must be raised, and all that are living must be changed 
at his coming, and caught up to meet him in the air, 
that they may come with him and reign with him. This 
is called the first resurrection. Jesus said, ‘Because I 
| live, ye shall live also,” and “this is the will of him that 
|sent me, that every one which seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may have everlasting life; and I will 
raise him up at the last day.”’ 

The term “eternal life’ or ‘“‘everlasting life,” when 

predicated of believers in Christ, refers to that glorious 
condition of being into which they will be brought at 
the first resurrection. And that is obtained through 
faith in the sacrificial death of Christ, as we learn 
from their new song of praise to the Lamb, “Thou 
art worthy to take the book, and to open the seals 
'thereof; for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us 
God by‘thy blood, out of every kindred, and 
|tongue, and people, and nation; and hast made us 
unto our God kings and priests; and we shall reign 
on the earth.” 
The sum of it is that, by Christ’s obedience, all man- 
| kind are made righteous in their political relation to 
him as the second Adam and their federal head, and all 
shall be raised to life again. None can fail of being re- 
stored in Christ to the life lost in Adam. So far the 
termsof the covenant areabsolutely and unconditionally 
certain. All shall live again. This secures another 
life to all, and it is the life lost in Adam that is thus 
secured. But grace goes beyond this in the salvation 
of the elect who are to be the kings and priests of the 
kingdom, by providing that all who believe shall be 
raised first and raised in a different condition—a better 
resurrection. To bestow on any a lower grade of life 
than that forfeited by Adam, would be a violation of 
the covenant, and none shall have a physical constitu- 
tion inferior to that of Adam’s; but to bestow a 
higher grade of life than that forfeited by Adam, 
is admissible on principles of grace, and does not 
violate the more general provisions of the covenant. 
Hence, not only are the saints to be raised first, but 
they are to have spiritual bodies immortalized and 
glorified; made like the glorious body of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Now, in accordance with these provisions of grace, 
the Scriptures teach that all the dead shall be raised to 
life again. (God’s promise to Abraham of the everlast- 
| ing possession of the land of Canaan implied this, and 
Abraham’s faith grasped it when he offered up Isaac. 
Joseph showed his faith in it when he gave command- 
ment concerning his bones. Job said, “If a man die, 
yet shall he live again,” and to this the twelve tribes, 
instantly serving God day and night, hoped to come. 
| But the utterances of Christ and his apostles were more 
full and explicit. Jesus said, “For as the Father 
raiseth up the dead and quickeneth them, even so the 
Son quickeneth whom he will.” “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, the hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of God; and they 
that hear shall live.” And again, ‘Marvel not at this, 
for the hour is coming, in the which all that are in the

It is unnecessary to multiply passages on 
this point, and so unequivocal is the testimony that 
argument is useless; for no one who can reject or 
pervert the testimony would be benefited by the ar- 
gument. The only legitimate sense of these and other 
similar scriptures, is that the dead—all the dead, 
good and bad, just and unjust—shall be raised to life

ar the Scriptures teach that the righteous, the be- 
lievers in Christ, the saints, shall rise first. This was 
also known to the ancients, and is discovered in such 
‘utterances as these: “The ungodly shall not stgnd [rise 
up] inthe judgment, nor sinners in the congregation of 
the righteous ones.” “Wait on the Lord and keep his 
way, aud he shall exalt thee to inherit the land; when 
the wicked are cut off thoushalt seeit.” “The man that 
wandereth out of the wayof understandingshall remain 
in the congregation of the dead’’—that is, he shall not 
be raised when the righteousare. And at the time that 
Michael shall stand up Daniel says that “many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake. All 
will not awake, so there will be twoclasses, the awaken- 
edand the unawakened. These that awake have ever- 
lasting life; those that do not awake have shame and 
everlasting contempt.”’ ‘So also many of the ancient 
saints were tortured, notaccepting deliverance, that they 
might obtain a better resurrection’’—that is, the first 
and glorious one. 

In the New Testament this is more clearly stated. 
Jesus taught it when he said, ‘They which shall be 
counted worthy to obtain that resurrection out of or 
from among the dead, neither marry nor are given in 
marriage, neither can they die any niore; for they are 
equal unto the angels, and are the children of God, be- 
ing the children of the resurrection’’—thatis, of a special 
resurrection, a resurrection out of or from among the 


_ dead, the first resurrection. SoChrist declared that he 


who has called the poorand maimedand halt and blind to 
his feasts shall be recompensed at the resurrection of the 
just. Hence, too, Paul says that he counted all things 
loss for Christ, etc., that he might know him and the 
power of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his suf- 
ferings, being made comformable unto his death; if by 
any means he might attain unto the resurrection out of 
or from among the dead; which must be the first res- 
urrection, to which only believers in it shall attain, of 
which hespeaks again, saying, ‘“ But I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not, even as others which have no hope; 
for, if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even 
so also them which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
him. For this we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and remain unto the 
coming of the Lord, shall not prevent or go before 
them which are asleep.

We had only four hours to spend in Yellow Springs; 
we could not visit, only call. So your correspondent, 
in company with Bro. G. B. Merritt, commenced to 
make calls. Elder Merritt was hardly able to be our 
escort on account of failing health. The residence of 
President Long was our first objective point, but on 
calling found that the President had that morning 
started for conference. 

Then we turned our steps toward the college build- 
ing and went on an excursion through each and every 
department from garret to dome. It looked about the 
same as twenty-seven years ago. We found Professors 
Walter S. Hendrixson and Wood in the building, who 
joined our company and escorted us from story to story. 
We took a peep at the thousand-dollar telescope, the 
departments of chemistry, natural and physical science, 
geology and zoology, and found each department won- 
derfully complete, and especially the library of six 
thousand volumes divided into eighteen departments;

Then 
we visited our old recitation rooms, from the prepara- 
tory up to the Freshman class, and we thought of 
Professors Daugherty, Holmes, Misses Wilmarth and 
Beebe, and others, and many students dear to our 
memory and some sad to our hearts. It seemed to us 
that we were visiting the tombs of thedead; andasin the 
library we looked upon the “photograph album,” con- 
taining faces of students from its opening till the death 
of Horace Mann, it gave us feelings not to be described 
here. Then we went to the monument erected over 
the spot where we last looked upon the face of the no- 
ble dead. It isa fine stone and looks forth upon the 
college campus in solemn majesty. 

Wetook dinner with Bro. McKinney, one of Elder Mer- 
ritt’s parishioners. Then we continued our ramblings. 
Met ex-President O. J. Wait on the street who was in 
a great hurry and preparing to move back East. Your 
correspondent had intended to call on Bro. Wait, but 
one half day in Yellow Springs is too short to see all 
of our friends. 

As I wandered down the street Dr. Will Humphrey, 
late of U. C. College, espied us and invited us into his 
business room and office where we also met Mr. Samuel 
Humphrey, of Merom, and spent a pleasant hour. 
Then we called at the residence of Dr. N. Summerbel] 
and wife and found both at home and looking hale and 
hearty, and had a pleasant chat of half an hour and 
learned that Professor J. J. Summerbell was expected 
to arrive at Xenia the next day from the East and 
was announced to preach at Yellow Springs and Spring- 
field. 

Then we called at the residence of the late beloved 
Elder E. W. Humphreys and was cordially received by 
his wife, but there was a vacant chair and an absent 
form, yet we had a pleasant call. 

But Elder Merritt admonished the writer that our 
time was up and we must turn our horse’s head toward 
Enon, so we bid farewell to our friends of the Springs 
and to all its solemn memories, perhaps not to see the 
place again in life. Six o’clock found us at the par- 
sonage in Enon, and the unavoidable delay was ex- 
plained by the calling of a happy wedding company and 
two to be made “one,” in which service we took part. 
The young pastor nerved up to the work splendidly and 
did, we think, a lasting job.

The aim, in all the courses 
pursued at this school, has been and is to give thorough 
instruction at such rates of tuition as will place the ad- 
vantages of an education within the reach of all who 
may desire it. This state of things has a tendency to 
draw to us those only who are earnestly desirous to ob- 
tain a good education, but at the same time are embar- 
rassed by a lack of the funds necessary to pursue a 
course of study in most schools of the same grade as 
this. The political question, which is to the greatest de- 
gree the topic of conversation here among both students 
and teachers, is that of prohibition—the one great issue 
of this age. This question has not ended in talk, by any 
means. ASt. John Club, of no mean proportions and of 
much enthusiasm, has been formed and holds its meet- 
ings in the seminary chapel every Monday evening.

On the evening of September 10th I arrived in the 
beautiful city of Sidney, worn and weary with the heat 
and fatigue of the journey, but soon found every com- 
fort in the pleasant homes of Bros. Wakeman and Dick. 
I spent the next two days in visiting through the city, 
under the escort of the above-named brethren, a few 
who yet remain of the old membership, not to exceed 
five or six; and then we visited several families whose | 
membership is yet with Christian churches elsewhere. 
I think that when the time comes for an organization 
there may be found twenty-five willing to enter the 
membership. The old board of trustees has still an 
active existence and control of the church property. We 
are to return and hold meetings for a week or longer, 
commencing on the 24th, at which time we hope to con- 
summate the organization, or perhaps it would be more 
accurate to say the re-organization. To those who may 
not be acquainted with the facts it may be well to state 
that the city of Sidney is located in Shelby County, with 
a population of between five and six thousand inhabi- 
tants. The main lines of the C., H. & D. and C., C., C. & 
I. R. R. run through the city, while in every direction 
may be seen machine shops, factories, and manufactur- 
ing establishments of various kinds. One of the finest 
court-houses in the state is located in the center of the 
public square. There are many nice business blocks, 
school and church buildings. Admirably located is the 
Christian Church edifice; somewhat antiquated in style 
but comfortable, in good state of repair, and free from 
debt. It is now nearly twenty years since regular 
preaching was maintained, and as by death and moving 
to other localities the ranks were decimated, a cloud of 
discouragement and indifference settled down upon the 
few remaining until finally perhaps not more than five 
of the old members could be found living there. During 
these years members of the Christian Church elsewhere 
have moved in, so that perhaps twenty-five may be 
found anxious for a re-organization and a series of meet- 
ings by which others may be won to our cause. Breth- 
ren, pray for the cause at Sidney; pray that the divine 
blessing may rest upon the special efforts to be made 
there; that a worthy, spiritual, and eflicient church may 
arise in that beautiful city—a church that God will honor 
with his abiding presence and the community respect 
and support...... From Sidney my path of duty led me to 
the Deer Creek Conference, which convened this year in 
the rural town of Waterloo, in Fayette County. Sat- 
urday evening, dusty and in good condition for supper, 
the mail coach set me down before the hospitable resi- 
dence of Brother and Sister Peart.

BOOK NOTICES. 


CHORAL WorsuHipP. A collection of new sacred and sec- 
ular music, for choirs, singing classes and conven- 
tions. By L. O. Emerson. Published by Oliver Ditson 
& Co., Boston. 

Choral Worship is a full-size church music book, ap 
parently of the well-known kind that has been in use so 
long, but with all the modern improvements. There are 
less tunes and more anthems; less dry exercises for the 
singing class part, and more graded songs, duets, trios, 
and four-part songs or glees; less theory and a greatly 
increased quantity of good music for practice and enjoy- 
ment. It is a “dollar” book; contains 320 pages, of which 
100 are devoted to the elements, 75 to tunes, 110 to an- 
thems, and the rest to pleasing concert music. 

The name of the author is sufficient guaranty for the 
elegance and perfect smoothness of the music. 


The title ““Babyland” was brought into use by D. 
Lothrop & Co. for their charming magazine Babyland, 
the bound volume of which is each year a delight in 
many thousands of homes. Its great reputation has 
been won by intrinsic merit of exquisite adaptation, by 
the purity and delicate humor of the text, and the charm 
of its beautiful and amusing pictures. It has been edited 
during the eight years of its publication by the editors 
of Wide Awake. Its great and well-earned reputation 
has induced certain publishers to attempt imitations. It 
becomes necessary, therefore, to warn the public against 
these inferior books issued under similar titles, and to 
state that there is but one genuine Babyland, and this 
always has the imprint of D. Lothrop & Co., Boston.

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THE STORY OF JESUS—No. 14.

30. Jesus wishes confession from men. : 

This is evidently a peculiar ambition with him, as 
demonstrated by his life in earth and by his teaching in 
the gospels. Simple confession seems the smallest pos- 
sible demand, on his part and ours, to the answer of 
which no reluctancy should be exhibited. 

Still, this claim, apparently so small, must be exceed- 
ingly important from the emphasis with which it is 
urged by him and his disciples. Nor, though appa- 
rently so simple, is its answer altogether easy. Con- 
fession, as a word addressed to the sinner, is written 
upon a cross, which, both in appearance and in fact, is 
actually heavy. Almost any other cross would be ac- 
cepted before this, and against none does the heart of 
the world so stoutly and persistently rebel. For an 
American to confess Victoria as his queen would be 
most difficult, as we can easily and readily appreciate. 
His sacrifices would be beyond measure and his preju- 
dices almost insurmountable. 

And yet the difficulty in the confession of Jesus as 
the soul’s rightful King appears equally insurmounta- 
ble to the man of the world. 

But. the difficulty of the act is more fully seen in 
what it involves. It I confess Victoria as my sover- 
eign I must renounce my native land, the laws peculiar 
to it, and the very name of American. Thus there is 
much to lose. But more: I must assume new respon- 
sibilities and take upon myself new obligations, the 
answers of which may turn my face and life against the 
people from whom I came. Thus faintly we may see 
that to confess Jesus involves much. But if it costs 
much it gains far more. He that exchanges Mexican 
citizenship for American, though a loser somewhat, is 
nevertheless immensely the gainer thereby, and consid- 
ering the extent of his gains he can afford to lose some- 
what. It is folly to say that the sinner loses nothing 
by confessing Christ! The world of sin is not alla 
sham and wholly a delusion. Flowers grow within its 
borders, and exhilarating pleasures are gathered into 
its cup. These, however, the soul must surrender, and 
the power of their charm is seen in the price men have 
put upon them and the reluctancy with which they 
yield them. 

This confession Jesus does not seek to minimize 
to the eye of the sinner. He plainly tells him that it 
may cost him houses, lands, family friends, and life 
itself. The heart instantly ready to spring into the 
arms even of Christ, through such a sea of sacrifices as 
this, would be a spectacle as yet unseen to angel eyes. 
The changes of birth and death are most wonderful, 
but Jesus makes confession of him to involve them 
both. The confessor is one “born again,” “made alive 
in Christ Jesus,” and “dead to sin.” 

But while not underrating the difficulties and the 
losses, we could not possibly overestimate the gains. 
Christ puts against lost houses, lands, parents, etc., 
new-found houses, lands, parents, etc. The equalizing 
point is thus already reached and now stretches beyond 
this, ‘‘the life that now is and that which is to come.” 
Should we lose the earthly brother, we gain the Elder 
Brother; if the earthly father, we gain the Heavenly; 
if the home here, we gain a mansion on high; if the 
life of mortality, we gain that life of immortality; if 
earth, we gain heaven. Admit the losses and magnify 
them all you will, but behold the gains immense, im- 
measurable! But fix the eye on one single advantage, 
as did the little Norwegian gir! in the Boston meeting. 
“Tf,” said she, “I tell the world about Jesus he will tell 
the Father about me.” That of itself should be 
enough, while it is little more than the beginning. If 
the Son ever presents us to the Father, be assured that 
no good thing will be withheld from us, and what good 
and great things aré in reservation! ‘Father, I will 
that they be with me where I am, that they may behold 
the glory I had with thee.” Blessed, forever blessed, 
is he who confesses Jesus. 

This confession of Jesus must be to our families. 
Christ directed the poor demoniac to go to his home 
and tell his friends what great things God had done for 
him. This is really almost the first impulse of the re- 
deemed soul. Thus Andrew sought his brother Peter 
and led him to Jesus, and revival seasons specially de- 
velop this blessed characteristic. In moral matters, 
those of a man’s own home should be first. And yet 
it is most deeply embarrassing to the heart to confess 
Jesus to those bound to us by ties of blood. 
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A gentleman of wealth was once urged by Mr. Moody 
to confess Christ as a means of personal peace. After 
hesitation and objections he finally consented, but said 
he, “To whom shall I confess him?” “To your own 
family,” was the answer. To this also he agreed, and 
on arriving home his daughter first met him at the 
door. To her he said at once, “I have concluded to 
accept Christ.”’ Instantly a flood of joy burst upon 
his soul. 

So blessed a truth as an acceptance of Jesus we can 
not hide in our hearts from the loved of home. 

He must be confessed also boldly before our associ- 
ates. In the absence of a gentleman from home on 
legal business he found Jesus precious. He returned 
home in the evening of a later day and at once said to 
his wife, ‘I have confessed Christ and have invited 
him to dwell in my home. This evening I will erect 
the throne within our house. At worship time we will 
go to the drawing-room.” ‘‘No,”’ said the wife, “let us 
worship this time in the kitchen, for we have company 
for the night.” But the Master's bold disciple an- 
swered, “No, Jesus shall have the best room in the 
house.” Before retiring he told the company of his 
consecration and his purpose, and invited them to 
unite with him in his devotions. This noble man was 
Judge McLain, of Ohio, afterward Chief Justice of 
the United States. 

The business of the individual is also the business 
of the church, asa body. <A daily confession of Jesus 
is its obligation. Each morning the banner of Jesus is 
to be hoisted and held at the masthead throughout the 
entire day. As Moody truly says: “The ehurch can 
not give salvation to the world. It is only the pole on 
which the Son of man is lifted up.”’ 

The church can do its lawful work only when it thus 
consents to hold Jesus before the world. The Bap- 
tist’s voice is its own: “Behold the Lamb of God that 
taketh away the sin of the world.” A pity it is that 
the church so far forgets its mission. Its chief strength 
is exerted apparently in building denominational walls, 
while its mission from God is purely that of building 
the walls of the one church. 

The great of earth should boldly and humbly confess 
Jesus. This Nicodemus should have done, even as 
Zaccheus did. But greatness and boldness are not al- 
ways one. The footstool of Jesus seems a long way 
down from the dizzy height of human ambition and 
royal attainments. But the descent must be made. 
Jesus will receive and welcome only in prostration at 
his feet. When Rowland Hill, on one occasion, was 
about to preach in the open air the Lady Erskine drove 
up in her stately carriage and almost royal array.. She 
was pointed out to the great preacher, and toward the 
close of his sermon he cried out, “I havea soul to sell. 
It is that of the Lady Anne Erskine. Who bids, and 
how much? Hark! Satan bids wealth, honor, and all 
the world for her soul. And now Jesus Christ bids. 
He says, I will give peace, joy, comfort, and eternal life 
for her soul.’”’ Turning to the lady he said, “And 
which bidder will you accept?” Descending from her 
carriage she made her way through the crowd to the 
altar, and kneeling down she exclaimed, “I will accept 
the Lord Jesus Christ if he will have me.” 

This was a noble confession of the divine One, and 
as becoming to greatness as honor is becoming to the 


heart. 
Then, personally, the Christian should seek oppor- 


tunity for a daily confession of the Savior. This was 
the early and perhaps is the continued habit of Mr. 
Moody. Walking homeward one night from his place 
of business, in Chicago, he said to himself, “‘Well, this 
day I have spoken to no soul of Jesus.” Just then he 
came to a man leaning against the lamppost, and of him 
he ventured to ask, “Sir, do you have love for Jesus?” 
The man was instantly indignant and rebufled him 
with a curse. However, the duty was manfully done 
and the seed was sown. Six months after; the harvest 
came. At that time a man stood at Mr. Moody’s door 
and begged his prayers, confessing that from the mo- 
ment he spoke to him under the lamppost he had had 


no peace. 
As above the door of the ehureh is written the one 


word confession, and as by this door Peter entered in 
and all others who have followed him, too much em- 
phasis can not be Jaid upon this obligation. 

It is exceedingly gratifying that the confession of 
Jesus is becoming so general and so nearly universal. 
The Gentile heart is turning toward him, while the 


sons of Abraham also are confessing him toa really 
remarkable extent. . 
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Between 1860 and 1880 nearly 600 Jews confessed 
faith in Jesus in the Episcopal, Jews Chapel, Palgy. 
tine Place, London, alone, and thirty-four of thes 
confessions, according to the Weekly Review of Lon. 
don, were made in 1879. From 1813 up to 1880 mo 
than 100,ordained clergymen of the Church of England 
including two bishops, have been converted Jews; and 
in asingle English chapel, between the above dates 
780 adult Jews and 615 children received baptism anj 
membership. In 1879 there were 20,000 Christian 
Jews in Europe, among whom were 400 Jewish Chris. 
tian ministers. 

Some congregations in New York City have fifty o 
more Jews in their membership, while 2,000 Jews ar, 
enrolled among the memberships of the differen; 
churches of the city. In 1880 the Jewish Times of 
the city offered $100 to any person who would nam 
twenty-five respectable Jews who had been converte) 
to the Christian faith. In response, the Independen 
published the names of forty-two such persons, several 
of whom were clergymen. The signs gloriously gp. 
nounce the universal recognition of Jesus and the 
speedy, world-wide confession of his name. Blessed 
era! God hasten the blissful day. 

31. Jesus would fix the eye and ‘the heart on himself 

The supreme importance of this John saw in his 
words of introduction for Jesus. Not on himself, but 
on Jesus the Messiah would he fix the eye and tum 
the heart. This should be the beginning of his suc. 
cess and the primary answer of the great Master’s wish, 
Therefore, ‘Behold the Lamb of God,” was his disin. 
terested and magnanimous cry. Not to the multitude 
was this addressed, but to his own chosen and beloved 
disciples, we have reason to believe. Even these he 
would surrender for the Master’s glory. 

Fixing the eye on Jesus is attended with wonderful 
personal advantage. A look to the crucified (ne 
brings life. The instantaneity of this blessed change 
has representation in the typical illustration of the 
brazen serpent. The bitten ones were nfade whole at 
the sight thereof. That vein brought life and wa 
worth a life. Nor did the serpent lose its virtue to 
heal because multitudes pressed for the cure. If % 
much can be said for the type, how much more for the 
Antitype—Jesus! Who ever looked toward him in 
vain? The eye of the seeker does not bring the heal- 
ing power, but the seeker’s eye is met—ever and in- 
stantly met—by the eye of Jesus. The gaze of his eye 
causes the heart to pulsate with new life. But the gaz 
into the divine face gives strength as well, and power 
of endurance. We read of a distinguished English 
surgeon who, when he was about to perform an oper- 
tion, would direct his patient to take one last looks 
the wounded member and then fix his eye steadily on 
the face of himself. We may not doubt the special 
advantage of this, nor that to the Christian the ex- 
ample is one of peculiar utility. A last look on bis 
leprosy would teach the leper how awfully loathsom 
and how utterly wretched he was, while it would but 
magnify his joy and gratitude when in the next mo- 
ment he might look upon the soundness of his fies 
and the perfect glory of his life. 

This look, too, will both charm the heart and drav 
it to the open arms of the divine One. We know the 
story of the serpent’s power over the bird. Its ey 
fixed on the venomous reptile, gradually its self-cor- 
trol and consciousness are lost, and steadily it is draw 
forward into the fatal embrace of its foe. So the sight 
of Jesus makes us forgetful of self and draws us, 
yielding ones, forward into his widely-extended arm! 
This effect has been produced by eminent ministers 00 
their audiences. Riveting their gaze on themselv# 
and charming the heart by the fire of their eloquent, 
men have been drawn from their places to their feet 
and toward the speaker. Thus Jesus draws the heat 
to himself where this fixedness of vision is not broke.

IN CHRIST. 

All the promises of the gospel are in Christ. ‘“ We 
are all the children of God by faith in Christ Jesus.”’ 
“Tf any man be in Christ, he is a new creature.” To 
be in Christ is to be a child of Abraham and an heir of 
God’s promises. Many are made one in Christ. We 
fall asleep in Christ; we are made alive in Christ. We 
being in Christ is the same as Christ beingin us. “If 
Christ be in you the body is dead.” ‘I in them and 
thou in me, that they may be made perfect in~one, as 
weare one.” “The life I live; yet not I, but Christ, 
that liveth in me.” “Christ dwelleth in our hearts by 
faith.” 

The possibilities of human language are exhausted, 
both by the Master himself and by his apostles, in an 
endeavor to describe the nearness, the intimacy of that 
relation which Christ sustains to the soul that loves 
his truth and delights to do his will. In fact, this per- 
sonal relation of a personal Savior to the individual 
soul is the distinguishing peculiarity of Christianity. 
It is that which lifts it above all systems of philosophy, 
all schemes of ethics, all ritual and ceremony, all sham 
and pretense, and makes it to be the most interior and 
consciously real of all experiences possible to the human 
soul. But what is it to be “in Christ?” What is it to 
have “Christ within?” As before intiwated, these are 
but two forms of speech seeking to express the same 
great truth. We can describe the indwelling of Christ 
only by observing what it does in the spirit and life of 
those in whom he dwells. “If Christ be in you, the 
body is dead,” is the strong language of an apostle. Or 
the man in whose life Christ is an indwelling conscious- 
ness lives not the slave of sense, of appetite and pas- 
sion. His actions are controlled, not by the inclina- 
tions of desire, but by the obligations of duty. In his 
life the qualities of the life of Christ are reproduced. 
Patience and self-restraint take the place of petulance 
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and passion. By the “body” the apostle doubtlesg 
means the animal nature, the lower faculties of oy, 
being—that under the dominion of which the Une. 
strained savage, the brutish man, lives and acts. The 
indwelling Christ is not merely a set of laws for the 
restraint of evil tendencies by threatening Penalties 
but it is the setting up of a new and stronger set of 
desires. While the body is alive the greed of gain 
holds dominion over truth, justice, and mercy. When 
Christ is enthroned mercy, justice, and truth become 
not restraining rules or maxims, but lights and tenden. 
cies, gravitations toward goodness and God. “If a man 
be in Christ, he is a new creature.” The life he lives 
is out of another set of aims and purposes. It is not 
for gratification, but for usefulness. Malice, Jealousy 
lust, and pride no longer hold him in bondage. Christ 
has come into his soul a new power. He has set hin 
free in his own self-forgetful love and sacrifice, in his 
own exalted purity and sublime humility.

| places the word “baptized” with the word “believeth,” 
as if the word “baptized” held a very important relation 
| tothe phrase “shall be saved.”? “Go ye intoall the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature. He that be- 
| jieveth and is baptized shall be saved.’”? Mark 16: 15, 16, 
The commission is very definite.

We are glad that a venerable ex-editor of the Hzr- 
ALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY has called attention to this 
question, and we are certain that his remarks will be 
read with interest and appreciation by thousands of 
our readers. A patient and unprejudiced inquiry after 
truth should be despised by no one. 

The three texts quoted by our brother are the only 
ones in which the subject is referred to. We are not 
prepared to answer the question propounded by hin, 
“Ts one text stronger than two?” for the good rea- 
son that the question is founded upon an assumption 
of conditions that do not exist in the relation of the 
texts nor in that of any other texts. There is no neces- 
sity for testing the strength of one text by pitting it 
against another. Scripture often explains scripture, 
but it never conflicts with itself. It frequently hap- 
pens that one text makes plain that which is left ob- 
| scure in another, or even many other texts, and that is 

exactly what the second verse of the fourth chapter 
does for the verse next to it and for the other two in 
the third chapter. It is injustice to these passages 
to treat them as isolated texts, and still greater injus- 
tice to suggest the possibility of their being pitted 
against each other, for they are all parts, and essential 
parts, of the same narrative. They are all employed 
to describe the same circumstance and are parts of an 
unbroken story, except by the divisions into chapters, 
and for that the inspired penman is not responsible. 
The first two verses do not state the fact that Jesus 
baptized any stronger than the third one does, nor does 
the explanatory clause that follows apply to it with any 
more furce than it does to the two preceding verses, for 
all relate to the same circumstance and all are parts of 
the same story. 

The explanatory verse is elliptical in form, and when 
it is filled out it will read thus, “Though Jesus himself 
did not baptize but his disciples did baptize.” It is not 
probable that any one with even a moderate knowledge 
of the formation of sentences would dispute the cor- 
rectness of this construction. 

Not is a simple negative. 








None is a com- 
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und word and is equal to no one. We might 
substitute not for none, but it would be at the ex- 
pense of making the Scriptures say just what they 
do not say, and that we can not afford. Then suppose 
we should say that Jesus baptized none but his disci- 
ples, what has been gained? All who were baptized 
were his disciples, hence he must have done all the 
baptizing that was done! John “made and baptized 
disciples,” and the implication is that he baptized none 
put such as brought forth fruits meet for repentance. 
All commentators are agreed on the construction of these 
passages. 

The relation in which Christ has placed the word 
baptize to the words “shall be saved,” has nothing to 
do with this question. This is simply a question of 
history and has no bearing on the doctrine of baptism.

If a few speculators in fictions have found 
themselves driven into a corner, if even they are being 
badly squeezed, they are getting only their just deserts, 
and if some honest men are compelled to suffer with 
them why, that can not be helped. But it is no cause 
fur making the heavens brass and the earth iron and 
painting the atmosphere with indigo. When we speak 
of Him whose hand clothes the lily and the grass, whose 
eye marks thesparrow’s fall tothe ground, and whose ear 
hears the young ravens when they ery, our words should 
be measured with reverence and confiding trust. Jesus, 
standing in the midst of the most squalid poverty, in 
the depths of wretchedness itself, reproached the peo- 
ple for “taking thought for food and raiment’—for 
worrying over the question of victuals and clothes. 
He gave no countenance to the spirit of distrust, 
and it is all wrong for us to do so. For that kind 
of nonsense which seems to delight in prophesying 
coming catastrophes the world has no use whatever, 
and ministers should not be countenanced in indulg- 
ing in it.

Temperance. 


The Committee on Temperance reported: 


That we deem it important that conference should 
again put itself on record in favor of the reform which 
aims at the suppression of intemperance, and we pre- 
sent the following statements as a proper form in which 
to express our views: 

1. That intemperance is the most fruitful of the spe- 
cial causes of poverty and crime now in the Nation. 

2. That the saloon and the saloon system, as the breeder 
and supporter of intemperance, is the most determined 
and deadly foe of all righteousness, setting at defiance 
the laws of God and man. 

3. That in view of these recognized evils we hold it to 
be the duty of Christians and all well-wishers of society 
to work with uncompromising opposition and unflag- 
ging zeal for their suppression. 

4. That we think that the true method of operation is 
to promote and demand total abstinence for the individ- 
ual and prohibition for the state. 

5. That we will recognize and co-operate with any 
moral or legal means that will help to effect the utter 
destruction of alcoholism, and that we will not permit 
ourselves to be dictated to in our political privileges by 
party organizations that are managed in the interests of 
the liquor traffic. 

6. That the intoxicating bowl should be, as it has been 
in most of our churches, banished from the communion- 
table, and the original cup of unfermented juice, called 
by the Savior the “fruit of the vine,” restored. 

7. That we heartily commend the efforts of the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union to suppress this bitter 
enemy of God, home, and native land, and especially do 
we commend their effort to introduce temperance text- 
books and instruction in regard to the effects of the use 
of alcohol on the human system in our schools.

The Committee on Education reported as follows: 


Inasmuch as education is the furnishing and training 
of ourinner self so that we can drive skillfully, safely 
and successfully the whole. team of our faculties, we as 
ministers realize the need of our being pronounced in 
our support of everything which aims at a higher, 
broader education among us asa people. Men to-day 
have the eyes of the lynx; they are peering in every 
direction. It is not enough that they have given the 
lightning a language, and analyzed the light, and weighed 
the planets, and compelled the moon to do their chores, 
and discovered that there is some medium by which 
thoughts and emotions are carried from mind to mind, 
and gone down into the earth’s strata to read the history 
of the earth; they aim at still higher and profounder 
achievements. In the field of religious thought men 
are no less active than they are in the artistic, philo- 
sophic, and scientific tields. Never was there a time 
when there was so much money, disinterested love, elo- 
quence, and earnest, prying thought enlisted on the side 
of Christianity and struggling humanity as there are to- 
day. He who would be a growing man, whether in 
agriculture, art, science, or the pulpit, must keep pace 
with the throbbing, honest, truth-seeking thought of 
the age. 

Therefore we would emphasize the necessity of our 
ministers being ambitious in seeking a higher, nobler 
culture. We must not be satisfied w ith past attainments. 
If we would stand side by side with the ministry of 
other denominations—if we would push our cause to 
the front so it shall be recognized by the acutest minds 
of the world—we must make our motto, High thinking 
and devout living. 

While we recognize all our institutions of learning, 
vet at this time we believe there is necessity of calling 
a attention of our people particularly to Antioch Col- 
ege. 

‘he school after passing through many vicissitudes, 
und almost entirely from under the control of the Chris- 
tians, is now, it geems, in a fair way to become entirely 
their own property. The only thing in the way of the 
accomplishment of this end is, and will be, the unwill- 
ingness of the Christians to support it financially and by 
sending it students. Thus far it seems that their inten- 
tion is to reclaim it and make it an honor and help to the 
church. 

Last year there were enrolled one hundred and eighty 
students, and the expenses of the institution were, by 
the indefatigable industry of President Long, well met. 
We are not to forget though that it is in an infantile 
state and needs much careful nourishing. Its work 
thus far has more than met the expectations of the most 
sanguine. 

Those who attended the commencement exercises last

College. ‘Since its palmiest days, in the life-time of 
Horace Mann, there has not been so enthusiastic a gath- 
ering as there was last June. 

In conclusion, we would say, our people can not afford 
to let slip the opportunity they now have of getting in 
their possession a school in which our children can be 
educated here in Ohio so as to make it a power which can 
not be belittled or cast into the shade. The things need- 
ed to make this a success are students and money.

SALTING BUTTER. 


“My practice of salting butter,’’ says 
Henry Stewart, ‘is as follows: The but 
ter (first perfectly freed from butter- milk 
in the churn (is thinly spread upon the 
working-table, and gashed into a great 
number of furrows crossing each othor 
The salt is rolled, crushed, sifted through 
a fine sieve and scattered evenly over the 
butter. The sheet of butter is then roll- 
ed up, worked out flat again, and rolled 
again and flattened, three or four times, 
each time reversing the direction. It is 
then put away for twenty-four hours, 
eovered with a clean cloth, as a protec- 
tion against any possible dust. The next 
day the butter requires only sufficient 
working to press out the excess of brine

<iPichetnen along the north shore of 
the St. Lawrence and on the north side of 
Anticoste are in destitute circumstances, 
and the government is asked to render 
aid. 

—The sheriff was bound and gagged 

in the Watertown, New York, jail Thurs- 
day night, September 18th, by five pris- 
oners, who then made their escape. One 
of the prisoners returned voluntarily, 
and said he was forced into the conspir- 
acy. - 
—The “Molly Maguire’ Society is said 
to be again in operation in sections of 
Pennsylvania, and the names of citizens, 
mine operators, and bosses are alleged 
to have been placed on the death-list of 
the organization. The assassination of 
two Hungarians recently and the burn- 
ing of colliery property is the accredited 
work of the “Mollies.” 


—Four of the miners’ wives at Coal 
Center, Pennsylvania, have been arrested 
—three for conspiracy and one for as- 
sault. They are members of the “tin- 
pan brigade,” a body of two hundred 
women who visit the collieries every 
morning to induce the non-unionists to 


join the strikers. 


—Between 2:15 and 3 o'clock Friday 
afternoon, September 19th, several towns 
in Michigan, Ohio, and Indiana were 
shaken by an earthquake of a few sec- 
onds’ duration, the oscillations being 
more perceptible in the upper stories of 
structures. Tableware was dashed to 
the floor, furniture disturbed, and win- 
dows wrecked, alarming the inmates, 
who, in many instances, fled panic-strick- 
en to the streets. At Detroit the river 
rose some inches. The Methodist Con- 
ference and Ladies’ Missionary Society, 
in session at Defiance, Ohio, hastily 
quitted the building which they occupied ; 
and the disturbance almost created a 
panicata reunion in Ottawa, Ohio. Chil- 
dren in the schools at Indianapolis be 
came alarmed, and occupants of railroad 
depots in the sections visited imagined 
that a locomotive had collided with the 


buildings. A rumbling sound was 
heard in some places, resembling a dis- 
tant explosion. 
in portions of Canada, Kentucky, and 
West Virginia, and were so severe in the 
suburbs of Cincinnati as to terrify the 
children in the schools.
